Overview

This section addresses Project Baseline Summary (PBS) RL-0013, Solid Waste Stabilization and Disposition,
and RL-0080, Operate Waste Disposal Facility.

NOTE: Unless otherwise noted, all information contained herein is as of the end of May 2007.

Notable Accomplishments

e  Criticality Safety Evaluation Report (CSER) issues were largely resolved, removing the majority of
constraints to waste container movement. Waste processing operations have resumed with
production recovery plans being implemented.

. Eight shipments (71 cubic meters [m3]) to the Waste Isolation Pilot Plant (WIPP) were completed in
May.

— A backlog of 321 m3 of certified waste was available for shipment at the end of the month.

e  Atotal of 158 m3 of suspect Transuranic (TRU) waste was retrieved during May. Vapor extraction
was completed on Modules 11/12, Trench 7, 218-W-4B. Excavation of the overburden has been
initiated on the modules. Retrieval of Trench 1, 218-W-4C was completed with the removal of the
last 15 drums.

. During May, 32 m3 of mixed low-level waste (MLLW) was dispositioned. The Environmental
Restoration Disposal Facility (ERDF) Record of Decision (ROD) amendment was signed, which
allows for disposal of additional waste streams.

. Basin 44 Campaign #07-04 at the 200 Area Effluent Treatment Facility (ETF) was completed.

CTD Schedule Performance (-$10.7M/-1.8%b): TRU Retrieval is behind due to elevated vapor levels
and degraded waste containers, and delays in construction projects at T Plant and the 200 Area ETF. CSER
related material movement restrictions have also impacted waste processing operations during the previous
guarter.

CTD Cost Performance (+$7.7M/+1.3%0): The positive variance is a result of efficiencies in WIPP
certification and at the 200 Area ETF, cost savings from 183-H waste disposal at the Environmental

Restoration Disposal Facility (ERDF), and favorable passbacks. Efficiencies in operation of the Mixed Waste

Disposal Units also result in positive variances in PBS RL-0080.
